"...wherein when a number of values assigned to the variables is larger than a 
number of items in the record, if a value assigned to the variables has been registered 
into the record, a registration number of a value being registered into the record is 
incremented by one and if the value assigned to the variables has not been registered 
into the record, a value having a least registration number in the record is cleared and 
said value assigned to the variables is newly registered into the record with registration 
number one...", in such a manner as recited in claims 1, 3 and 7 and as best illustrated 
by FIG. 4. 



Therefore, all remaining claims 1 - 4, and 7 - 8 are in condition for allowance.
